This is the second Office Action corresponding to amendment filed Dec 20, 2004. 
The application contains 21 claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 
Claims 1 1-15 are rejected mider 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lai 
et al (5,556,170) in view of Huh et al. (2004/0124570 Al). 
The patent to Lai et al. shows a pedestal assembly capable of supporting a boat seat, 
comprising two pedestal members (33, 21) and a pneumatic cylinder (31) having an 
actuator (unnumbered, located at the top of the cylinder). 

Huh et al. show a cylinder comprising a switch, activated by a cable (13), and movable in 
a horizontal direction, and a handle (1 1). 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to 
have made the cylinder shown by Lai et al. as the cylinder shown by Huh et al. to 
facilitate the operation of the device. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-10, and 16-21 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 1 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
